The Richmond Disaster--Expres- 
sions of Sympathy. 


ticumMOND, Va., April 28.—This after- 
noon has been one of funerals. In some 
of the churches three or four bodies were 
before the altar at the same time. 

Many of the ministers denounced the 
carelessness Of modern architecture, which 
placedin jeopardy, the lives of citizens. 

In nearly every principal street of the 
„ity, funeral processions were going out to 
the cemcteries. 

All business was suspended. 

The Dispateh, State Journal, and other 
newspapers offices were hung in mourning. 

The flags on the Capitol and Custom 
House, and on all the vessels in the har- 
bor, were at half mast. 

The railroad trains coming into the city 
were covered with emblems of mourning, 
and many of the trucks and carts through 
the streets were also 80 covered. 

At ali the funerals, the old organizations 
to which the deceased were attached, turn- 
ed out. At one of them, the State 
Grand Division of Sons of Temperance, 
now in session here, followed the corpse 
to the Cemetery. 

: Ata mass meeting of the citizens to-day, 
as mentioned at noon, the following reso- 
tions were adopted : 

tesolved, That we mourn with profound 
sorrow the loss which our State and our 
city has suffered in the death ot her citi- 
zens. That we offer with saddened hearts 
and tearful eyes our profoundest sympa- 
thies to the bereaved and to the suffering. 
and fervently pray that, as their days of 
affliction are, so may their strength be. 

2. That Wednesday next, May 4th, be set 
apart as a day of humiliation, prayer and 
religious services, on which day the peo- 
le of this city are requested to assemble 
* their respective places of public wor- 
ship, at such hours as may be designated 
by the clergy, whoare respectfully invited 
to co-operate in the purposes of this reso- 
lution. 

Expressions of sympathy for the suffer- 
ers by the disaster, are coming in from all 
quarters, and frequently accompanied by 
offera of pecuniary aid.

Up to a 
late hour, no more of the wounded had 
died, and their condition was no worse.

UNITED STATES SENATE CHAMBER.) 
Washington, April 21, 1870. 

John . Forney. Editor Daily Chronicle. 
Dear Sir: In the Chronicle of this morn- 
ing, in an article on the Georgia bill,“ I 
find the fellowing statement: 

The minority of Republicans who voted 
with the Democrats to obstruct the recon- 
struction of Georgia have the largest share 
of responsibility for the result.”
